B) FOR LONDON: EMBASSY IS REQUESTED TO INEORM FCO, AND 
IE APPROPRIATE MOD, OE KENYAN REQUEST EOR US MILITARY 
ASSISTANCE AND OE OUR INTENTION TO BE EORTHCOMING. 
EMBASSY SHOULD STRESS THAT WE RECOGNIZE AND SUPPORT 
BRITAIN'S TRADITIONAL ROLE AS MAJOR SUPPLIER TO KENYA OF 

MILITARY TRAINING AND EQUIPMENT. WE HAVE NO WISH 
TO SUPPLANT BRITAIN IN THIS RELATIONSHIP BUT, GIVEN 
MUCH LARGER GOK MILITARY REQUIREMENTS AND GOK'S DIRECT 
APPROACH TO US EOR ASSISTANCE, WE FEEL THAT IT IS IN 
JOINT INTERESTS OE US AND UK TO BE RESPONSIVE. WE WISH 
TO DEVELOP OUR PROGRAM IN A FRAMEWORK OE FULL CONSULTA- 
TION AND COORDINATION WITH THE BRITISH. IN THIS CON- 
NECTION IT WOULD BE MOST HELPEUL IE BRITISH WOULD PRO- 
VIDE US WITH A COPY, OR ALTERNATIVELY A COMPLETE RUN- 
DOWN, OE THEIR RECENT SURVEY OE KENYA'S DEEENSE NEEDS

C) FYI ONLY: EMBASSY TEHRAN IS BEING REQUESTED IN SEPTEL

E5A'S,(WHICH GOI HAS INDICATED MAY BE SURPLUS TO ITS 
NEEDS), AND TO DISCUSS IN GENERAL TERMS OUR PROPOSALS FOR 
KENYA. THIS INITIATIVE SHOULD NOT REPEAT NOT BE DIS- 
CUSSED UITH THE KENYANS OR THE BRITISH UNTIL WE HAVE 
MORE INEORMATION ON POSSIBILITY OP OBTAINING P5-A'S.

2. EOR NAIROBI: EMBASSY IS HEREBY AUTHORIZED TO INEORM 
GOK OF USG DESIRE TO BE RESPONSIVE TO KENYA'S REQUEST 
EOR MILITARY ASSISTANCE WITHIN APPLICABLE LEGISLATIVE, 
APPROPRIATIONS AND ADMINISTRATIVE CONSTRAINTS. WE HAVE 
INITIATED CERTAIN REQUISITE INTERNAL ACTIONS TO PERMIT 
GREATER PLEXIBILITY OP RESPONSE. ALTHOUGH NOT YET IN A 
POSITION TO TALK SPECIPICS TO THE KENYANS, WE WILL BE 

IN TOUCH WITH THEM AGAIN AS SOON AS THESE INTERNAL 
ACTIONS HAVE BEEN COMPLETED. 
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3. PYI: WE WILL NOT BE READY TO DISCUSS SPECIPIC 
EQUIPMENT OR PRIORITIES WITH GOK UNTIL WE HAVE CLEARER 
PICTURE OP BRITISH SURVEY RECOMMENDATIONS AND INTENTIONS 
AND OF POSSIBILITY OF OFFERING P-5A PACKAGE DRAWN FROM 
IRAN'S SURPLUS. WE WILL KEEP EMBASSY PULLY INFORMED 

OP OUR PROGRESS. END PYI. 
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
